It's New to Us" 


A Princetonian Publishes. Not 
real news, certainly, when a mem- 
ber of this community writes a 
book, but this one is different. It’s 
“Keep Your Head Up, Mr. Put- 
m”, by Peter Putnam (Harpers, 
$2.50) soon to be displayed in the 
windows of the’ Princeton Book 
Mart, 11 Palmer Square West. 
Mr. Putnam is a young man who 
lives out Kingston way and teaches 
part-time in the history department 
of the University. Mr. Putnam is 
blind, and he has written this book 
to tell about his response to the 
training program at the Seeing 
Eye. ‘ 
From this bare set of facts, you 
might deduce that his book is full 
of Noble Sentiment and Inspira- 
tion. Happily this is not so. Never 
does he speak of his fate as a 
tragic one or even one that de- 
mands much sympathy. Instead he 
talks frankly about life at the See- 
ing Eye and-examines his training 
in terms of a-_problem in geometry 
(although he “finds that logic 
doesn’t provide all the answers). 


Eloquence. takes the place of 
sentimentality as Mr. Putnam tells 


_ what it feels like in the dark: “I 


felt myself a peculiarly earth 
bound creature, a blind crab upon 
the sea bottom of the air ocean, 
yet endowed with a poignant con- 
sciousness of its limitless extent 
above and beyond.” 

We think you'll enjoy Mr. Put- 
nam’s humor, too. We liked the 
passage in which a Seeing Eye in- 
structor tells Mr. P. just why his 
particular dog is so suitable for a 
Princeton man. 

The book is not everyone's cup 
of tea, so don’t go for it if you 
yearn for exaltation. But do read 
it for an honest account of the 
way a sensitive, intelligent in- 
dividual reacted to a totally un- 
expected experience. 


Still.in the Library. Reading and 
loving and rereading a favorite 
book is immensely rewarding, but 
hard on the book. When your fa- 
vorites begin to lose their spines 
and boards and come unhinged, it's 
time to call upon Mrs. Pauline 
Waage (pronounced ‘'Woggy”). 

Mrs, Waage will rebind or mend, 
and she does the tightest, neatest 
most professional job you could 
wish for. We've seen samples. 

She will take an old book, aver- 
age size, rebind it in book boards 
(heavy cardboard, to us) cover it 
with book cloth in the color you 
select (for Princeton chauvinists, a 
hectic orange is available), and put 
a typed label on the front. She will 
charge you only about $2, depend- 
ing on the overall book area to be 
covered (not on the book's thick- 
ness). 


If pages are tattering, she will 
mend them almost invisibly in fine 
library tape, or cover a whole, 
fragile page in transparent mend- 
ing tissue. We think her repaired 
volumes sturdier than the 
original. stitch is sewn in 
by hand. 

She can bind music or paper- 
backed study books in cardboard
